The indications for treatment are to subdue the in- 
flammation and promote absorption of the effused fluid. 
Dr. Clark, to accomplish the first of these effects, uses 
blisters, three being usually sufficient, selecting three 
spots and applying only one blister at a time, the sec- 
ond and third not being placed in position until the 
spot of former application has healed. As a diuretic 
he uses potassii iodidi xxx grs. a day; if this fail to 
diminish the fluid, he has resource to the above form- 
ulae. If constitutional effects of mercury declare them- 
selves he returns again to the potassii iodidi. Dr. Clark 
uses other means, as purgatives, vapor baths and mild 
counter-irritants when he thinks them indicated, but, 
Laving exhausted all medical means without effect (as is 
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sometimes the case), he either resorts to the trocar or 
does nothing.
